Basket-Ball Season Summary 

The basket ball team made its debut under Coach Overtoom on December 15, when the 
four teams played North. In the round-robin games of the first semester, the teams met with 
mediocre success. On January l:>, we played the first out-of-town foe in our history and met 
with defeat at the hands of Chariton, 13 to 18. However, on the last day of the first semester. 
Coach Overtoom put a team on the floor that outscored the highly touted Washington High 
team from Cedar Hapids, 25 to 20. 

The following week, Coach Harris took over the reigns and his teams fared better. 
Breed and Dahlmau from West strengthened the team greatly. In the round-robin games, 
we raised our standings considerably and finished with the "A" and "B" teams in second 
place and the other s<|uads in third place in the city standings. 

In a return game with Cedar Rapids on February 18, we lost by the score of 28 to 19. 
The following week, Clear Lake came here and received their first defeat of the year at the 
hands of our "varsity," 33 to 25. 

On March 2 and 3, the sectional tourney was held at the Drake Fieldhouse and our men 
carried off the honors. 

In the district tourney a week later on our own floor, we were elminated in the first round 
by Delphos. This game closed the season for our squad. 





Championship

Our swimming team has always placed high in the various meets and exceptional marks 
have been established, but this year, we carried off high honors in the City Conference Meet 
for the first time. Prospects are even better for next year's team to be a winner. 

As for tennis and golf, Roosevelt has always taken the lead. Since the first year, when we 
tarried off the State High School Singles Championship, we have been on the top in tennis, 
and our golf team has always been one of the best in the state. 

And so as champions, may Roosevelt's representatives ever play as Theodore Koosevelt 
said, "Hit the Line Hard, But Hit it Square 1 ' ' and may many more championships be ours.
